Sir Geoffry Northcote, Governor 
of Hongkong, after a personal in- 
vestigation, sent a report to London 
and requested the British Consul- 
General in Canton to protest “vig- 
orously” to the Japanese Govern-

The raid led to the influx of sev- 
eral thousand refugees from the 
heavily bombed Chinese area adja- 
cent to the Hongkong border. In

BARCELONA CHEERS 
FRANCO, PARADING 
IN AS CONQUEROR 


Triumphal Entry Surprise to 
City Until Holiday Is 
Proclaimed. 


By AA Associated Press. 

ARCELONA, Feb. 21. — Gen. 
Francisco Franco made a triumphal 
entry today into Barcelona, cap- 
tured Jan. 26. 

He was accompanied by Gen. Fi- 
del Davila, commander-in-chief of 
his northern army, and was escort- 
ed by a guard of Moors. The cheers 
of 750,000 persons greeted the con- 
queror. 

Standing on the canopied balcony 
of a mansion on Diagonal boule- 
vard, Franco received the salute of 
50,000 men representing all seven of 
the army corps which fought in the 
Catalonian campaign, beginning 
Dec. 23. 

During the ceremony, 250 planes 
soared overhead. 

The public was not informed 
about Franco’s entry until all ar- 
rangements had been completed 
shortly before 9:45 a. m. Then a 
holiday was announced. Shortly 
afterward the city was decorated 
with red and gold Nationalist ban- 
ners, and bands began to assemble. 

The ceremony ended with a mam- 
moth parade. 


MERCURY TOUCHES 12 ABOVE

Cold weather from the Northwest 
caused a fall of 13 degrees in tem- 
perature overnight, sending the 
mercury to 12 at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

Chairman of Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee 
Denounces Dictator Na- 
tions on Radio. 


APPEASING THEM 
‘IMMORAL FAILURE’ 


Calls for Stand in Defense 
of American’ Rights 
‘Throughout Universe’ as 
Way to Avoid War. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Senator 


Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, denounc- 

ig dictator states as intent on dom- 
inating the world, said last night 
that Americans would die if neces- 
sary to preserve the things they 
“consider worth more than life.” 

Ridiculing the British policy of 
appeasement and the American 
ijsolationists, the chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee called for a firm stand in de- 
fense of American rights “through- 
out the universe.” 

Such a policy, he said in a speech 
on the Washington Star's radio for- 
um, was most likely to keep the 
United States out of war. 

As for attempts at appeasement, 
by giving way to demands of dic- 
tator states, he declared: 

Condemns Appeasement Policy. 

“The policy of appeasement has 
not only been unsuccessful and ulti- 


mately destructive, but has been 
immoral. It is evident that a per- 
son can die but once, and the period 
of life is limited, and it is far bet- 
ter that he died a few days earlier 
for christianity, justice and liberty 
than that he live a little longer in 
cowardice and degeneracy.” 

“Austria, since the World War, 
adopted and practiced a policy of 
isolation. Behold Austria! Ethiopia 
practiced the policy of isolation. 
Note the condition of Ethiopia. 
Czecho-Slovakia, under the rules of 
the League of Nations, practiced 
the policy of isolation. Czecho-Slo- 
vakia’s territory has been divided 
up, its government destroyed, and 
its spirit of democracy annihilated! 

“Witness China. No people and 
no Government ever practiced more 
sincerely the doctrine of isolation!” 

American Defense Policy. 

Discussing the policy of defense 
he favors, he gaid: 

“This policy includes the protec- 
tion of a country’s territory, and 
the rights of its nationals through- 
out the universe. It holds that 
such protection shall be accom- 
plished, first, through every estab- 
lished, peaceful instrumentality; 
second, through every legal resist- 
ance to encroachments upon the 
integrity of a nation’s territory 
and the rights of its nationals; and 
third and lastly, through the use 
of physical force if every other 
means has failed, to successfully 
defend its territory and the rights 
of its nationals.” 

Discussing Adolf Hitler’s future 
course, Pittman said: 

“Does anyone doubt that Hitler 
has in his program the domination 
of Ukrania? In fact, does anyone 
doubt that Hitler has the domina- 
tion of Siberia in mind? If so, 
simply read his book, ‘Mein Kampf’. 
Did not the British policy of ap- 
peasement surrender to the mercy 
of Hitler not only Czecho-Slovakia 
but Poland, Rumania, Yugoslavia 
and Turkey? What is there to stop 
his domination, if not conquest, of 
those coyntries? What can Hol- 
land and Denmark do with regard 
to the demands of Hitler? 

Ambition of Japan. 

Pittman then made a reference 
to Mussolini, which seemed to hint 
that the Italian dictator might not 
atay with his partner of the Rome- 
Berlin axis. He asid: 

“For the time being we will pass 
Mussolini. He has militarized Italy 
to the fullest extent. He has a tre- 
mendous military force. He is by 
force of circumstances—and May 
continue to be—in the Berlin-Rome- 
Tokyo axis.” 

The Japanese, he said, were bent 
on “domination of Eastern Asia, 
including the islands of the Pacific. 
They are now taking possession of 
and fortifying the island of Hainan, 
only 700 miles from the Philippine 
Islands.” 

Moreover, he said, the three “dic- 
tatorial Powers” are “preparing for 
the domination of Latin America.”

French Sources Hail Speech as 
End of U. 8. Isolationism.

PARIS, Feb. 21.—French diplo- 
matic circles today ‘welcomed a 
speech by Senator Pittman (Dem.), 
Navada, against totalitarian states 
as another indication of the end- 
ing of the traditional isolationist 
attitude of the United States.

BONNET REPORTED 
70 BOW 10 FRANGD 
ON RECOGNITION 


French Minister Said to 
Withdraw All Conditions 
and to Be Ready to Send 
Envoy. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Feb. 21.—Foreign Minis- 
ter Bonnet was reported today to 
have yielded to insurgent General- 
issimo Franco by dropping all the 
conditions which France had 
sought as preliminary to formal 
recognition of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment. 

France at first sought guaran- 
tees from Franco that foreign 
troops would leave Spain after the 
war and Spanish Government lead- 
ers would not be subject to repris- 
als, but Franco refused to outline 
his future policy. 

Pushed by Great Britain and 
anxious to send an Ambassador to 
Burgos to work against Italian and 
German influence, Bonnet was said 
by diplomats to have instructed his 
semi-official envoy, Senator Leon 
Berard, to meet Franco’s terms. 

When Berard returns to Burgos 
tomorrow from St. Jean de Luz, he 
is expected to tell the Nationalists 
that full diplomatic recognition 
would be forthcoming from France 
without further discussion. 

Ready to Name Envoy, It Is Said. 

With the British envoy, Sir Rob- 
ert Hodgson, he is expected to pro- 
pose the names of French and Brit- 
ish Ambassadors for Franco’s ap- 
proval. 

The Government was understood 
to hope that, even though the pres- 
ent negotiations should fail to bring 
peace, the recognition of Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco’s Govern- 
ment might help check his swing 
toward the side of the Fascist Pow- 
ers. 

Foreign Ministry officials said 
Berard’s report to Bonnet on his 
negotiations for diplomatic relations 
with Franco created an “excellent 
im pression.” 

Berard’s next conversation with 
Gen. Count Francisco Gomez Jor- 
dana, Franco’s Foreign Minister, 
was set for tomorrow afternoon at 
Burgos. Officials expressed the hope 
hope the negotiations would‘be con- 
cluded quickly, permitting Berard 
to return to Paris Thursday. 


Cabinet Meeting Delayed. 

A session of Premier Daladier’s 
Cabinet originally called for today 
to recognize the insurgents was de- 
layed indefinitely pending the out- 
come of the negotiations. 

The recognition now is expected 
to be devoid of major guarantees 
for France and based largely on a 
technical settlement of the prob- 
lems of repatriation of Spanish ref- 
ugees in France and disposition of 
arms, munitions and wealth left in 
France by the Spanish loyalists, 

It was acknowledged that some 
difficulties had been encountered. 

Although the insurgents long have 
insisted that Italian and German 
forces would leave after the war, 
Franco was undewitood to have 
declined any formal assurances as 
to his foreign policy. 

Franco already had rejected a 
French request for amnesty to his 
enemies, ruling that the Spanish 
Government must surrender uncon- 
ditionally to make peace. 

Reports that Franco had chosen 
his Fascist brother-in-law, Serrano 
Suner, as prospective Premier came 
as Paris newspapers printed a mes- 
sage of “eternal gratitude” from the 
Generalissomo’s Foreign Minister 
for the friendship of Germany, Italy, 
Portugal and Japan. 

Sent to German Paper. 

The message, sent to a German 
periodical, Wille und Macht, by 
Count Gomez Jordana, added to 
mild excitement occasioned by the 
reported choice of Suner. 

Suner, Franco’s Minister of In- 
terior, is one of the outstanding 
leaders of the Spanish Fascist Fa- 
lange and reputedly favors close 
ties with Italy and Germany. 

In expressing gratitude to Ger- 
many, Italy, Portugal and Japan, 
Gomez Jordana called them “Na- 
tional Spain’s only true friends in 
her late hours of need.”

FOREST IY C0 
FLES ANSWER 
NRG COMPLAINT 


Says It Was Forced to Em- 
ploy Industrial Investiga- 
tors to Keep Informed on 
Union ‘Plots.’ 


The Forest City Manufacturing 
Co., in an answer to the complaint 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board charging that it violated the 
Labor Relations Act, asserts it was 
forced to employ the Industrial In- 
vestigating Engineers, Inc., to keep 
informed on “unlawful plots and de- 
signs by the union and its offi- 


cers.” 


The answer, made public today, 
charges that the International 
‘Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
since 1931 assaulted hundreds of 
women and girls employed by the 
Forest City Co., and called a strike 
at St. Louis and Collinsville gar- 
ment plants of the firm in 1935, 
although only five employes were 
members of the union. 

It is further charged that the 
union plotted to dynamite the 
plants and the home of an officer 
of the firm, stripped clothing off 
non-union employes on the street 
and in street cars and cost the 
company thousands of dollars in 
providing protection for employes. 


Denies Warning Employes. 


The company, whose headquart- 
ers is at 1627 Washington avenue, 
denies that it warned employes 
against joining the union, that it 
threatened to close both plants if 
employes joined or opened purses of 
employes to see whether they con- 
tained union dues books. 

Officers of the firm are not for- 
bidden by law to urge employes 
against joining the union, the an- 
swer asserts. 

The company alleges that one 
women employe, who, the union 
charged, quit her job because of 
intimidation, acted as “finger girl,” 
pointing out employes to be beaten 
during the 1935 strike. For that 
reason, the answer says, she _  in- 
curred the hatred of fellow em- 
ployes and quit Jan. 15, 1936, after 
an arbitrator ruled against her, 


Note-Taking Employe. 


Another employe, the answer con- 
tinues, took shorthand notes at her 
sewing machine on anti-union re- 
marks by other employes last Oc- 
tober. When an officer of the firm 
questioned her, she took notes on 
his questions. She quit Nov. 10 be- 
cause of coercion, the union 
charged. 

The NLRB is without jurisdiction 
to make any allegations whatso- 
ever against the garment company, 
the statement adds. The labor 
board is now undertaking to act 
as “trier of accusations which it 
has itself made in advance of any 
trial,” it is charged. 

A hearing is set for Thursday in 
Courtroom No. 3 in the Federal 
Building.

The permit is the first of its 
kind granted by the FCC. The sta- 
tion will be used to gather news in 
the Salt Lake City area when ordi- 
nary means of communication are 
unavailable. It will operate on 31,- 
980 kilocycles, with power of 40 
watts. 

Announcement that it would au- 
thorize portable relay press stations 
for use by newspapers and other 
news-gathering organizations was 
made by the commission in Decem- 
ber. 

Commission officials explained 
portable stations are intended to 
meet the needs of newspapers in 
handling special events or in the 
gathering of news from remote 
points. They said, for example, 
that a portable station could be 
used in covering a golf tournament, 
A reporter following the play could 
broadcast to a nearby’ telephone 
point, probably in the club house. 

Portable stations have been used 
in the past in the coverage of some 
news events. In such cases, how- 
ever, a special authorization from 
the commission had to be obtained 
in each instance, 
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the RFC. 

There are almost a dozen more 
appropriation bills to be put 
through. In addition, there are ad- 
ministration proposals for national 
defense, extension of several expir- 
ing nuisance taxes, and of several 
New Deal agencies.

BART DAVIT'S APPEAL 


Refuses Rehearing of Ruling Af- 
firming His Conviction 
of Murder. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21—A 
motion by counsel for Bart Davit 
for rehearing of the appeal in 
which the Missouri Supreme Court 
affirmed his conviction of the muc- 
der of Paul Flueck, Maplewood 
grocer, in a holdup, for which Davit 
now is serving a life sentence in 
the State penitentiary here, was 
overruled today by Division No. 2 
of the court, 

The Supreme Court did not issue 
an opinion in refusing to reopen its 
decision of last Dec. 20, affirming 
Davit’s conviction in St. Louis 
County Circuit Court. Denial of 
Davit’s motion was entered in the 
court’s minutes with a brief nota- 
tion. “ 

Davit' was indicted but never 
tried for participation in the kid- 
naping of Dr. L D. Kelley of St. 
Louis, for ransom, in 1931. Davit 
was convicted of Flueck’s murder 
and sentenced to a life term before 
he could be brought to trial on the 
kidnaping charge and St. Louis 
County prosecuting officials have 
not pressed the latter charge. 

Flueck was shot to death when 
he resisted an attempted holdup in 
his grocery in Maplewood, Feb. 20, 
1932, The murderer fled. Two 
years later Davit's photograph was 
published in newspapers following 
his arrest in connection with the 
Dr. Kelley kidnaping. Flueck’s 
widow and a daughter, Mrs. Fred 
E. Davidson, who were in the store 
when Flueck was shot, recognized 
Davis in the photographs and iden- 
tified him as the murderer. 

Two alleged associates of Davit, 
Angelo Rosegrant and Felix Fran- 
cis McDonald, are serving sentences 
of 20 and 60 years, respectively, in 
the penitentiary here, for their 
part in the kidnaping of Dr. Kelley.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. — The 
House voted today to. continue the 
functions of the Export-Import 
Bank to June 30, 1941. It passed 
and sent to the Senate a measure 
extending the bank, and the Com- 


modity Credit Corporation, to that 
date. The bill also would increase 


ifrom $500,000,000 to $900,000,000 the 


amount of securities the Credit 
Corporation could have outstanding 
at any one time. The vote was 280 
to 77. 

Earlier, the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee approved an extension bill. 
Republican Fight Extension. 

Contending the bank might make 
loans to belligerents and jeopardize 
American neutrality, House Repub- 
licans sought to end or restrict its 
powers. 

A 152 to 114 standing vote de- 
feated an amendment by Wolcott 
(Rep.), Michigan, designed to force 
liquidation of the bank next June 
30. The powers of the bank and 
the Commodity Credit Corporation 
will expire then under existing law. 
| By an equally decisive margin, 
156 to 113, the House discarded a 
proposal by Fish (Rep.), New 
York, to forbid the bank to make 
loans of more than $5,000,000 to 
countries outside the western hem- 
isphere without the consent of Con- 
gress. 

Again the Democrats won when 
Rogers (Rep.), Massachusetts 
wanted to bar loans, unless Con- 
gress approved them, for sale or 
export of arms, ammunition and 
airplanes that might be used by the 
navy, army or marine corps. The 
vote was 150 to 77. 

An amendment by Schafer (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, to forbid loans to coun- 
tries in default on their debts to 
‘ithe United States was shouted 
down. 

Bank Assailed as “Dangerous.” 

Wolcott, chairman of a Repub- 
lican committee named to draft 
party policy on renewal of expir- 


ing governmental agencies, told the 


House: , 
| “When we continue the activities 
of this bank, we must take into 
consideration there is no limitation 
on those activities. It can loan to 
belligerents, to loyalist or rebel 
Spain, China, Japan, Germany or 
Italy. 

“It can loan in almost any situa- 
tion that might involve us in war 
and almost force the Congress of 
the United States to back it up. 

“It is a dangerous thing to have 
this bank lying around here when 
it might make loans that would in- 
volve us in conflict.” 

He said the bank had made no 
loans or commitments in the first 
year and a half of its existence and 
that on Dec, 31 active commitments 
aggregated only $46,165,508. 

Reply by Steagall. 

Chairman Steagall (Dem.), of the 
Banking Committee asserted that 
Wolcott apparently had complained 
that the bank was not doing 
enough business and “in another 
breath seems afraid that it will do 
too much.” 

“Nothing is more desirable and 
essential to the restoration of pros- 
perity,” Steagall said, “than the re- 
vival of foreign trade. That is all 
that’s undertaken by the export- 
import bank. There hasn’t been a 
loan made to cover the purchase of 
war materials. There hasn’t been a 
loan made in violation of the neu- 
trality law, a treaty or any law of 
the United States. And none is 
contemplated.”

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EFFORT TO LEARN

Federal Agencies Want. to 
Know Where Payments 
by the Late C. R. Street 
in 1935 and 1936 Went. 


AUDIT FOR COURT 
DUE NEXT TUESDAY 


Part St. Louisan Is Said to 
Have Played in Nego- 


tiations an Object of In- 
quiry. 


Investigation’ in progress by 
Federal agencies in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Chicago are expected 
to lead to the discovery of the iden- 
tity of persons who, in 1935 and 
1936, received $447,000 in cash which 
passed through the hands of the 
late Charles R. Street of Chicago 
in connection with the Missouri fire 
insurance rate compromise by 
which approximately $8,000,000 of 
impounded premiums was returned 
to the stock insurance companies. 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
interested in collecting income taxes 
from the recipients of the $447,000, 
is pressing the investigation. In 
this connection, a three-Judge Fed- 
eral court at Kansas City has or- 
dered that an audit be filed with 
it not later than next Tuesday 
showing in detail the disposition of 
a fund consisting of 30 per cent of 
the impounded premiums, which 
was turned over to Street and Rob- 
ert J. Folonie, Chicago lawyer, as 
trustees for the insurance com- 
panies. 

This fund was to be used to pay 
attorneys fees and cost of the rate 
litigation, and any residue was to 
be paid to the insurance companies. 


St. Louisan Reported Involved, 


One phase of the continuing in- 
vestigations, it was learned, con- 
cerns the part a St. Louis man is 
said to have had in the negotiations 
leading up to the compromise set- 
tlement which was recommended 
to the three-judge Federal Court at 
Kansas City in 1935 by R. Emmett 
O’Malley, then State Superintend- 
ent of Insurance. 

After the terms of the compro- 
mise were made known in June, 
1935, providing that only 20 per 
cent of the impounded excess pre- 
miums shoud be returned to the 
policy holders who had paid the 
excess, Boss Thomas J. Pendergast 
of Kansas City admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in New 
York that he had used his influ- 
ence with Gov. Park, O’Malley and 


the compromise. 

As has been told, Street, who 
was chairman of a Subscribers’ 
Committee which represented the 
insurance companies in negotiating 
the compromise, paid a deficiency 
income tax assessment of $47,093 
on $100,000 which passed through 
his hands in 1935, but was not re- 
turned by him for income tax pur- 
poses. Attorney Walter H. Eckert 
of Chicago, who at that time was 
counsel for Street and now for the 
executors of Street’s estate, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Street had 
informed him the $100,000 was used 
for expenses in connection with the 
rate compromise. 


Street Paid the Tax. 


If Street had shown the use of 
this money for expenses — and 
in doing this he -7sould have had 
to show to whom it was paid—he 
would not have been liable for in- 
come tax on it, and his attorney 
so advised him. However, he paid 
the tax. 

Street died Feb. 1, 1937, and since 
then the Government has asserted 
a claim for income taxes on $347,582 
it alleges Street received in 1936 in 
checks from various insurance com- 


—_~§, 


panies but did not report. In an 
answer filed with the United States 
Board of Tax Appeals the attorney 
for Street’s estate asserts that, if 
this money was received by Street, 
it was for the use and benefit of 
other persons not known to counsel. 
The audit to be filed with the 
court at Kansas City is not ex- 
pected to throw light on the Street 
transactions, since the money he 
is alleged to have handled is said 
to have been paid directly to him 
by the various insurance companies. 
Attorney Folonie, co-trustee of the 
30 per cent fund, recently exhibit- 
ed a complete audit of that fund 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, show- 
ing a full accounting of all re- 
ceipts and disbursements. 
What Audit Showed.

Tcheng Loh, one-time Chinese del- 
egate to the League of Nations, was 
shot to death yesterday by 20 Chi- 
nese gunmen who broke into his 
home, adjoining the Internationa: 
Settlement. 

Another Killing in Shanghai. 

Dispatches from Shanghai today 
said Li Kuo-Chieh, better known as 
Marquis Li, grandson of Li Hung- 
chang, famous Chinese statesman, 
had been shot five times and killed 
in the American defense sector of 
the International Settlement by two 
unidentified gunmen, Li was report- 
ed to have been associated with the 
Japanese-sponsored Nanking re 

Government. 

Li was killed as he was leaving 
his house to enter an automobile. 
The assailants escaped. 

He was born in 1881, the eldest 
grandson of Marquis Li Hung- 
chang, great viceroy in the latter 
days of the Chinese Empire, from 
whom Li inherited his title. 

Former Minister to Belgium. 

Li's public positions included: 
Senior councilor of the Board of 
Agriculture; Chinese Minister to 
Belgium 1910-1912; member of the 
advisory council of the President. 

Since 1924 he had lived in retire- 
ment in Shanghai. A Government 
order in 1932 ended his connections 
with the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Co. because of his at- 
tempt to negotiate a loan wtih a 
foreign company. 

Japanese army and diplomatic 
authorities repeated tonight their 
“grave concern” over an attack in 
the International Settlement Sun- 
day when a Chinese gunman fired 
into a taxicab and wounded three 
of the four Japanese occupants. 
The assailant escaped among the 
crowds celebrating the Lunar new 
year 


Japanese diplomats said they 
Were preparing a written commu- 
nication about the matter, but they 
Would not disclose its nature. 

Press Assails “Incompetence.” 

Japanese-language newspapers of 
Shanghai bitterly condemned what 
they called the “incompetence” of 
Settlement officials to protect Jap- 
Shese within the area.

The communique said the Jap- 
anese planes, numbering “scores,” 
also destroyed the Chinese air- 
drome at Lanchow and wrecked 
military buildings. 


20 Chinese Civilians Killed. 


Reports from’ Chungking, how- 
ever, said the Chinese had brought 
down eight enemy planes and that 
only three Chinese pilots were in- 
jured. These reports did not men- 
tion any Chinese planes being de- 
stroyed, but did say several public 
buildings were wrecked and about 
20 civilians killed. 

The fight lasted about 20 min- 
utes, the Japanese communique 
said, with between 40 and 50 
Chinese planes engaging the at- 
tacking squadron in a dramatic 
series of fights. 

One disabled Japauese bomber, 
according to the communique, de- 
liberately dived into a munitions 
dump, blowing it up. 

Lanchow is the capital of Kansu 
Province and is the most impor- 
tant transport and assembly point 
on the Soviet-Chinese war supply 
r.ute. It is known as a Russian 
training and equipment center for 
the Chinese air force. 


Revival of Aerial Activity. 

Chinese reports that nine Jap- 
anese planes were shot down last 
Wednesday over Changsha, Hunan 
Province capital, and yesterday’s 
battle at Lanchow were regarded 
as indications that the long- idle 
Soviet airmen were resuming 
activity. 

They were extremely active in 
the Hankow area last year, but be- 
cause of political differences with 
the Chiang Kai-shek administra- 
tion, they withdrew to the north- 
west leaving Hankow and other 
Chinese cities virtually undefended 
against air attacks. 

Japanese authorities announced 
today Haimen, Chekiang Province 
port 200 miles south of Shanghai, 
had been closed by a Japanese 
naval force, thus shutting off one 
of the last coastal gateways 
through which Gen. Chiang had 


been able to get supplies. 

A boom to obstruct shipping was 
erected across the harbor en- 
trance, and Japunese said that 
although no landing was attempted, 
“the immediate objective” at Hai- 
men was accomplished. Chinese 
reports have said that an attempt 
at landing was repulsed. 

Chinese had received supplies 
through Haimen, shipping them 
overland to Chiang’s forces at 
Nanchang. 


Chiang Made Chairman of People’s 
Political Council.

HONGKONG, Feb. 21.—General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek openly and

They can 
raise the salaries of themselves or 
of their favored subordinates and 
can engage in all sorts of abuses.” 

Wheeler said his legislation 
would give existing holding com- 
panies a “reasonable time” in 
which to liquidate. 


CITY AND STATE BOND INCOME 
TAX BY U. S. OPPOSED BY NOLTE 


Comptroller Writes Missouri Dele- 
gation It Tends Toward Cen- 
tralizing Federal Rule. 

A request to oppose the proposal 
for Federal taxation of the income 
from municipal and _ state bonds 
was sent to the two Senators and 
13 Congressmen from Missouri to- 
day by Comptroller Louis Nolte. 
He said it was generally agreed 
that interest costs to municipalities 
and states would be increased from 
25 of 1 per cent to 6 of 1 per 
cent yearly, if the bondholders had 
to pay the tax, and the added ex- 
pense would be borne largely by 
real estate taxpayers. 

Nolte said also the proposal 
would have a bearing on the vast 
holdings of bonds in banks and 
would tend towards the centraliza- 
tion of Federal authority, weaken- 
ing the states at a time when, he 
declared, strong local government 
was needed to maintain democracy. 

There was merit, Nolte added, in 
the proposal for Federal taxation 
of salaries of state and municipal 
employes, if states and cities were 
allowed to tax the income of Fed- 
eral employes within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions.

MEXICAN SUGAR PLANT FIGHTS 
EXPROPRIATION IN NEWSPAPER 


Full-Page Ad Denies Calles Had 
Interest in Refinery, Warns 
A Government Control. 
By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Feb. 21. — The 
El Mante Sugar Refinery Corpo- 
ration took issue with a Govern- 
ment expropriation decree today. 
A full-page newspaper advertise- 
ment denied Government charges 
that the company owed $1,800,000 to 
the Government bank at the time 
of expropriation, predicted expro- 
priation would not benefit workers 
or the nation as a whole, said stock- 
holders had received no returns 
from their investment and denied 
that the exiled former President, 
Plutarco Elias Calles, now living 
in California, had an interest in the 
concern—although he was its pres- 
ident in 1930. The advertisement 
said stock “held by his son, Rodolfo, 
did not amount to 2 per cent of 
the capital of the company.” 
President Cardenas in his decree 
of expropriation declared the com- 
pany, with its mill in El Mante, 
was “established by a group who 
used funds obtained from the Bank 
of Mexico through the privileged 
positions they occupied.” 
The advertisement asserted the 
mill had benefited the Government, 
the peasants and the workers, so 
“with expropriation it will not be 
possible to increase general bene- 
fits, nor better the ecomonice condi- 
tion of the workers at the service 
of the company.” 


Montana Divorce Bill Vetoed.

KING GEORGE LAUNCHES 
3500-T0N WARSHP 


{000 Police Guard Him at 
Newcastle Against Possibility 
of Bombs, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWCASTLE, England, Feb. 21. 
—King George VI, guarded by more 
than 1000 police, today launched 
Britain's great battleship which 
bears the name of his father, King 
George V. 

“May God bless her and those 
who serve in her,” the King cried 
as the 35,000-ton ship shot down the 
ways into the River Tyne, the first 
battleship Britain has launched in 
more than 13 years and the first of 
a new group of monster vessels that 
will total at least nine. 

As the King and Queen Elizabeth 
came to Newcastle for the cere- 
mony they were under the strictest 
guard ever given a modern British 
monarch in his own country. 

Special Constables Called. 

Because of recent bombings at- 

tributed to Irish republican sympa- 


'thizers, nearly 500 special consta- 


bles were called to augment local 
police. Every place the King and 
Queen were to visit was inspected 
for bombs. 

Pulling a silver lever which re- 
leased a magnum of Australian 
wine to smash against the great 
craft, King George watched the 
vessel slide into the stream. 

The ship will mount 10 14-inch 
guns and have secondary armament 
of 16 5%-inch guns im eight  tur- 
rets, as well as numerous smaller 
pieces. The Admiralty said the 
vessel would be appreciably faster 
than the 23 knots of the last bat- 
tleships built by Britain. 

Three battleships will be launched 
later this year, and another early 
in 1940. Two other battleships 
have been authorized and the Gov- 
ernment has announced plans for 
two more. 

Detectives on Hand. 

The train, witn detectives sur- 
rounding it, will be the home of 
the King and Queen during their 
three-day visit to the northeast 
coast, a semi-state tour as it is the 
last of 10 visits to the provinces fol- 
lowing the coronation.

DANGER SIGNS FOR THE COURTS. 
The courts, every citizen is told time and again, 
are the keystone of government and the guardians 
of democracy. Judges and courts should be hon- | 
ored and respected because of the exalted role they 
play in the American system. 

All this is very true. Certain recent events, how- 
ever, make continuance of such honor and respect | 
a difficult matter in many imstances. The disturb- | 
ing episodes include those in which: 

Federal Cirenit Judge Martin T. Manton of New 
York resigns when facing charges that he accepted 
heavy loans from persons with cases pending in his 
court. 

Federal District Judge Edwin S. Thomas of Con-

Turbulent scenes were enacted last night at the 
German-American Bund’s mass meeting in Madison 
Square Garden, New York. Despite the turmoil and 
the public voicing of anti-American tenets that re- 
sulted, Mayor LaGuardia was undeniably right in 
refusing to stop the meeting, as various religious and 
patriotic organizations had asked. To do so, the 
Mayor said, would be to grant “the kind of free 
speech they have in Fascist countries.” 

The Ameriean right of free speech thus was pre- 
served, for this right can be a vital thing only if it 
applies to unpopular as well as to popular causes. 
If the Bund gets enough rope, it will inevitably hang 
itself, and the New York meeting last night played 
out an ample supply of hemp for that purpose. 

The organization’s pro-Nazi credo has only the

Briefly, the bill proposed that a permanent couneil 
of 27 members, comprising the Lieutenant-Governor, 
the Speaker, 10 Senators and 15 Representatives,

The Legislature meets once every two years. Its 
members have to begin from seratch and try to dig 
through a welter of bills, attend general sessions, 
go to committee hearings and special conferences, 
and be accessible to their constituents. It is physical- 
ly impossible in this short time to give real con- 
sideration to each and every bill. Naturally, most 
Missouri sessions are masterpieces of confusion as 
a result of this archaic machinery. - After the session 
is over, legislation is at a standstill although 
the problems of state go merrily on their way. 

A State Legislative Council, sitting during the 
intervals while there is no legislative action, could 
keep good causes alive and do much generally to 
expedite and simplify the work to be handled in a 
regular legislative session. Carefully drawn legisla- 
tion, winnowed from the chaff and ready for pre- 
sentation when the Assembly meets, would give 
coherefice and direction to any session. The cost of 
a State Legislative Council would be nothing com-. 
pared to the saving in session expenses.

And as commander-in- 
chief of the fighting forces, the late Wayne Wheeler 
seemed a composite of Napoleon’s resourcefulness, 
Lee’s audacity, Grant’s grim tenacity. On the far 
frontiers, the McBrides, Dinwiddies and many 
others blasted lingering outlawry with detonating 
dialectics and, in the guerrilla warfare on the Missouri 
border, Brother Shupp did well. 

But the Anti-Saloon League was an Anti-Saloon 
Legion, magnificently munitioned, opulently rationed, 
and with the mightiest war chest since Darius. With- 
out disparaging its crusade against the Demon Rum, 
its martial pageant is as an episode to an epic when 
compared with Gandhi’s solitary, unweaponed march 
through India—the one-man show of the ages. 

“The people hunger because their superiors con- 
sume too many taxes.” That was written 2500 years 
ago by Lao-tse in “The Canon of Reason and Virtue.” 
The same grievance was filed by the burdened and 
oppressed when the Soldan of Byzantfam was laugh- 
ing in the sun. The democracies of the West stagger 
under the same yoke, India has paid many a king’s 
ransom in liquor and opium taxes. “Degrading taxa- 
tion” is Gandhi’s definition. Whatever embarrass- 
ment ensues to the state from the loss of revenue 
will be more than counter-balanced, he believes, by 
the dividends from “the greatest moral movement 
of the century.” And a dry India, he hopes and 
believes, will expedite the return of prohibition in 
America. 

The sunshine of prospective prohibition in Amer- 
ica was eclipsed by the moonshine of legalized prohi- 
bition, a possible development which is even now 
disturbing India.

The Case for Private Enterprise 


Assumptions underlying policy of continued pump-priming are invalid, says economist: 
denies that era of expansion is ended when consumptive needs of the people are 
so far from satisfied, or that private enterprise has demonstrated inability to carry 
on; but little of our “recovery expenditures” represent an investment, he adds. 


OME of the basic economic issues which 
Qunaerti and permeate present-day dis- 

cussions of public policy center on the 
assumption that the recession of 1937 was 
caused by a reduction of Government ex- 
penditures; that the expansion era is defi- 
nitely ended in the United States, and that 
the system of private enterprise has demon- 
strated its inability to promote further eco- 
nomic progress. 
The view that an increase in disburse- 
ments of money income is equivalent to, or 
will be accompanied by, an expansion of na- 
tional well-being has been widely held in 
recent years, It underlies the short-week, 
high-wage philosophy and it has been the 
guiding principle in many of the Govern- 
ment’s recovery and reform measures. 
The fallacy underlying such programs is 
simply that they do not increase the volume 
of goods and services available for human 
consumption. The disbursement of public 
funds may, indeed, prove an impetus to busi- 
ness revival. But to the degree that other 
policies prevent an expansion of production, 
the real national objective is defeated.

The business reaction which began in the 
spring of 1937 is widely believed to have 
been caused by the substantial reduction of 
net Government outlays in preceding 
months. Such a conclusion is quite unwar- 
ranted. It is derived from an analysis of 
only a part of the national income. What is 
important from the standpoint of market 
purchasing power is, obviously, total money 
income, and not merely that portion of the 
money income which is derived from Gov- 
ernment disbursements. 
During the period under consideration, the 
total purchasing power was in fact rapidly 
expanding. The curtailment of Government 
expenditures was much more than counter- 
balanced by the increasing disbursements 
through private enterprises. If the conclu- 
sion that the expansion of 1936 and 1987 was 
checked by tapering off of Government ex- 
penditures, the increase of tax receipts and 
the gradual reduction of the deficit were 
true, then one would have to conclude that 
it will be impossible ever to eliminate Gov- 
ernment deficits. ,

It is now argued that, inasmuch as Gov- 
ernment deficits serve to build up national 
assets, they involve no financial dangers. 
Public investment is simply taking the 
place of private investment. 
The validity of this conception may be 
readily tested by analyzing the character of 
Government disbursements. The latest esti- 
mate of total expenditures for 1939, is 
about $9,600,000,000. Interest, veterans’ pen- 
sions, national defense and civil departments 
and agencies account for $3,360,000,000: out- 
lays for relief and agricultural aid aggre- 
gate $3,346,000,000, and public works and 
aids to home owners $1,555,000,000. The bal-

directly increase the nation’s physical prop- 
erties. Some of the military expenditures 
and the outlays for public works and for 
assistance to home owners do directly in- 
crease the tangible property, but they are 
not usually revenue-praducing properties. 

In a word, what has been happening is 
that we have been constantly increasing the 
public debt and the amount of taxes to be 
collected, without increasing the tax-reve- 
nue-yielding properties of the country. So 
taxation on private enterprise rises. 

The view has become widely held in re- 
cent years that the expansion era in the 
United States is definitely over, and that 
the future must of necessity be marked by 
comparatively static conditions. A number 
of forces and considerations are responsible 
for this view, among which the following 
may be mentioned: the disappearance of the 
frontier; the substantial completion of the 
building of our great industries, with no sig- 
nificant new ones in sight, and the declin- 
ing rate of population growth, forecasting a 
stationary population. 

Is it not obvious that a cessation of pop- 
ulation growth does not render it neces- 
sary for us to refrain henceforth from pro- 
ducing more and yet more for the existing 
population? Are not the unfilled wants and 
unsatisfied desires of the present 130,000,000 
people just as real a source of potential de- 
mand as the elemental needs of those who 
might be born in the years ahead? 

The character of our productive output 
might differ in considerable degree, but the 
total output need not be affected—that is, 
not until our desires are fully satisfied. Our 
studies indicate that we need have no con- 
cern on this score until the national income 
is at least three times its present level. 
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The great depression of the early ’30s and 
our failure in the recovery period which fol- 
lowed to return to former levels of produc- 
tion and to absorb unemployment has led 
many to the conclusion that the system of 
private enterprise has outlived its useful- 
ness, or at least demonstrated that it must 
be supplemented by a continuous expansion 
of public enterprise. The Government, it is 
urged, must take up the slack which private 
enterprise is unable to eliminate. 

Again let us emphasize that public out- 
lays can constitute no permanent solution 
unless they can be made to sustain and 
liquidate themselves. Right here we find 
one of the major explanations of the hesi- 
tancy of private enterprise to assume the 
risks of expansion. A constantly increas- 
ing burden of taxes—without assurance that 
in any case fiscal and monetary stability will 
be permanently maintained—not only dulls 
incentive, but occasions risks too great to 
be assumed, especially in the field of capital 
investment. This is precisely where the 
greatest degree of unemployment exists. 
Other factors which contribute to the per- 
sistent state of uncertainty are too well 
known to require mention here. 

In the light of these factors, it seems obvi- 
ous that the system of private enterprise

No Time for Speeches

T came about so quietly that many peo-

Three-fourths of 
the Senate lined up solidly with Senator Al- 
len McReynolds of Carthage for prompt 
action and less talk. 

But the persons who depend on the checks 
still have to wait on the House of Represen- 
tatives. Several members of the House have 
announced that they are “laying for’ the 
Senate bills. There may be a lot of shout- 
ing before the House can go ahead and do 
what it has to do. 

Of course, it is the business of the mem 
bers of either house to make a study of 7 
bill before they vote on it. If they find 
anything wrong with it, they are obligated 
to raise the question. That kind of honest 
difference of opinion should not take up 
much time in this clear-cut situation. 

The danger is in _ political ballyhoo. 
Strangely, too, this is a situation that doesn't 
seem to offer much opportunity for political 
noise and vote catching. The favorite polit 
ical weapon in recent years has been spend- 
ing; but there is no way to spend more 
money on old-age assistance unless you have 
the money to spend. More money would 
mean more taxes and the legislators are 
agreed that higher taxes would be political 
dynamite. 

Naturally, any member of the Legislature 
would like to be known as the friend of the 
people on old-age assistance. Their best 
friends will be those who settie on 4 & 
acceptable plan as soon as possibile. 

The Senate has acted promptly. The 
same kind of procedure in the House should 
give Missouri a workable law that will meet 
Federal requirements and the needs of the 
State. It shouldn’t take much more ume. 
The people in suspense over social security 
are not likely to applaud politica! speeches.

1911 Agreement for Exchange of 
Medical Facilities and Services 
to Be Renewed in 1941. 


Negotiations are in progress for 
renewal of the contract between 
Washington University School of 
Medicine and Barnes Hospital. The 
university supplies the medical 
staff, laboratory service and X-ray 
service, in return for which the hos- 
pital serves as a teaching institu- 
tion for medical students. 


The contract, agreed upon in 1911, 
is to be renewed in 1941. In the 
original agreement, it was provided 
that there be a three-year period

WATER DIVERSION BILL 


Attorneys-General to Ask for 
Hearing Before House 
Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 21. — At- 
torneys-General of six Great Lakes 
States agreed yesterday to seek a 
hearing before the House Rivers 
and Harbors Committee in a joint 
fight against a bill to increase the 
amount of water Chicago diverts 
from Lake Michigan. 

R. F. Malia of Milwaukee, secre- 
tary of the Great Lakes Harbors 
Association, said the state would 
show that increased diversion 
would damage lake commerce, 
waterfront buildings, and shore- 
lines, and affect municipal water 
supplies. 

In this way, the states hope to 
end a 20-year dispute by demand- 
ing “a definite vote against” the 
bill, introduced by Congressman 
Claude V. Parsons of Illinois, 
which seeks to permit Chicago to 
divert 5000 cubic feet of water per 
second instead of the limit of 1500 
cubic feet set by the Supreme 
Court. 

“The Parsons bill is a deliberate 
and flagrant attempt to upset the 
protection given the Great Lakes 
by the Supreme Court,” Malia told 
the Attorneys-General.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. — Ed- 
‘ward E. Kennedy of Kankakee, Il, 
a Farmers’ Union leader, said to- 
day the Government should extend 
to agriculture the principles of 
minimum income control exercised 
in such industrial legislation as the 
wage-hour act. 

Kennedy, first witness at House 
Agriculture Committee hearings on 
general farm legislation, asserted 
that agriculture had been “left 
out” when the Government decided 
to exercise these regulatory powers. 

Declaring the best solution would 
be to guarantee farmers the cost 
of production for that part of their 
produce consumed domestically, 
the witness indorsed a cost-of-pro- 
duction bill introduced by 17 Sena- 
tors and 13 Representatives. 

Kennedy said he was president 
of the National Agriculture Confer- 
ence and represented units of the 
Farmers’ Union in 10 states. 

Statement by Chairman. 

Chairman Jones (Dem.), Texas, 
opening hearings on proposed sub- 
stitutes for the current farm pro- 
gram, expressed the opinion that 
no satisfactory alternative had 
been presented. 

He referred to price-fixing, cost- 
of-production and domestic allot- 
ment theories, as well as to de- 
mands for repeal of compulsory

McReynolds told the committee 
that the Federal Board had noti- 
fied the State Commission in un- 
mistakable terms that it would 
make no allotment to the State 
until the bills were passed.

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NEW INDUSTRIAL LAWS 


FOR NEGROES URGED 


S. R. Williams of Urban League 
Proposes Legislation to Bar 
Race Discrimination. 


A State law compelling unions 
to accept as members Negro work- 
ers in the fields in which jurisdic- 
tion is claimed is suggested in 
the annual report of Sidney R. 
Williams, industrial secretary of 
ths Urban League, a United Chari- 
ties social service agency for 
Negroes. The report was made 
public today. 
The report also proposes six 
other State laws for a program to 
improve the industrial and social 
life of the Negro. One, for a 
measure modeled after the Wagner 
Act, has been urged by many labor 
organizations in Missouri. 
Another proposal is a bill pro- 
viding dismissal for any worker 
on a public job who strikes ‘or 
threatens to strike because work- 
ers of another race, color or re- 
ligion have been hired for the 
same project. V/illiams says such 
a law is in effect in Pennsylvania. 
Other measures would forbid a 
public utility to discriminate 
against applicant. for any class 
of work because of their race, 
religion or politics, establish mini- 
mum vages and maximum hours 
for domestic and personal servants, 
enable the State to participate in 
the Federal mass housing program 
and forbid repossession, without 
legal adjustment, of property for 
which, more than half the pur- 
chase price has been paid. 

Violation of the proposed law 
requiring admission of Negroes 
to unions would be punished, Wil- 
liams suggests, by withholding 
from the offending union its bene- 
fits under the State labor relations 
law he advocates. 

The Urban League has fre- 
quently complained to American 
Federation of Labor craft unions 


here that skilled Negro workmen 
have been deprived of opportuni- 
ties for work because the unions

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Scarlet Fever 
Cases Not Easy 


To Recognize 


Possible for Disease to Be 
Overlooked, Especially 
in Adults.

SPOKE yesterday of the cases

overlooked in adults. In discuss- 
ing this matter with a health of- 
ficer of a large city, I was made 
aware of the fact that we also have 


a fairly widespread epidemic of 
scarlet fever and here, too, it is 


looked and a contagious carrier al- 
lowed to go abroad spreading the’ 
disease. 


I remember a fellow medical of- 
ficer of mine, during the World 
War, was commanded by the Sur- 
geon-General’s office to go up to a 
small encampment where it was 
reported they had an epidemic of 
sore throat. When he arrived there, 
the doctor in charge of the camp 
said that he had a very peculiar 
condition which he thought was due 
to milk. He had a great many 
cases of sore throat.with a red- 
dish eruption on the body. As 
soon as my friend had seen a few 
of the cases he took the doctor 
aside and said, “Doctor, you have 
an epidemic of scarlet fever.” 
Scarlet fever has been so rare 
within the last 10 years that a 
great many people have grown to 
maturity without being exposed to 
it. This does not mean, however, 
that they are immune, Quite on the 
contrary, they are as liable to get 
it as a small child who has never 
been exposed. They may catch the 
disease in a mild form and feel well 
enough to walk around, and by this 
means they indubitably will infect 
a certain number of the people 
they meet, 

The streptococcic milk-borne 
sore throat does, indeed, look a 
great deal like scarlet fever. Adults 
for some reason are more likely to 
get streptococcic sore throat than 
children. In an epidemic reported 
in Iowa last year there were 135 
adults affected and 60 children. 
The symptoms occur about three 
days following the drinking of milk 
or cream containing an infecting 
streptococcus. The onset, particu- 
larly in adults, is sudden. There 
is diarrhea, vomiting, chills and 
backache of short duration. These 
last about one day. The sore throat 
is more extreme than scarlet fever 
and in adults swallowing is almost 
impossible. Saliva and other secre- 
tions drool from the corners of the 
mouth. About four days after the 
initial symptoms there is a rash all 
over the body; reddish, more in- 
tense on the back and the abdo- 
men, gradually covering, in most 


cases, the entire skin. 


Scarlet fever is so much like this 
that it is quite impossible to differ- 
entiate the conditions by appear- 
ance alone. Scarlet fever starts sud- 
denly, usually with vomiting, fol- 
lowed by a sore throat and a gen- 
eral rash over the body. 

The special way to differentiate, 
which should be required in all sus- 
picious cases nowadays, is what is 
called the Dick test. This consists 
of injecting a minute amount of 
scarlet fever toxine into the skin. 
If the red skin blanches around 
the area of injection, it can be said 
quite definitely that it is scarlet 
fever.

FTER being slowly and gently 
coaxed along for more than a 
year, the St. Louis Women’s 
Symphony Orchestra is about to 
bloom into its first concert. And 
of whatever praise this unusual or- 
ganization draws on its debut on 
Feb. 27 at the Soldan High School 
Auditorium, a large part of it 
should go to a personable young 
lady named Edith Gordon, conduc- 
tor and untiring nursemaid to the 
orchestra. 

Since a year ago last November, 
Edith, whose blond curls and blue 
eyes make her look so young as to 
be distinctly incapable of such a 
heavyweight venture, has been hold- 
ing auditions, selecting her material, 
rehearsing and in general building 
the St. Louis Women’s Symphony 
Orchestra up to public-appearance 
material. 

“Nobody knows how much work 
it has been and still is,” Edith says 
of her undertaking, which she ad- 
mits was not her own idea. 

Suggested to her by several gen- 
tlemen in the St. Louis Symphony 
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Orchestra, the idea of a women’s | 


symphony has its precedents in the 
Women’s Symphony Orchestra of 
New York, conducted by Miss An- 
tonio Brico, and the Women’s Sym- 
phony Orchestra of Chicago, con- 
ducted by Miss Ebba Sundstrom. 
It is Edith Gordon’s “almost-too 
much-to-be-hoped-for” wish that the 
success of these two organizations 
can be duplicated in St. Louis, but 
Edith is making no boasts. In fact, 
she is almost too modest in talking 
about the as yet uncertain future 
of this newest contribution to St. 
Louis’ musical life. 


“If all of the girls with whom I 
am working were professionals, it 
would be an entirely different mat- 
ter,” she explained. “But out of 
the several hundred young women 
we auditioned, we are confident 
that the 65 we have selected are 
quite capable of giving creditable 
performances. And there is satis- 
faction in knowing that these 65 
are being given a chance to do 
something with their abilities. Per- 
haps only a few of them will ever 
have a chance to play with a really 
big symphony, and the women’s 
symphony furnishes the encourage- 
ment and recognition that the rest 
of them as artists need.” 


The average age of the girls who 
make up the women’s symphony is 
around 20, and a great many of 
them are high school _ students. 
Edith, herself, looks little older 
than most of her girls and watching 
her conduct the orchestra on its de- 
but should be not the least pleasant 
part of the program. 


A native of St. Louis, Edith Gor- 
don has in her own words “poked 
her finger in every musical pie in 
the city.” She was introduced to 
the piano at the age of two, when 
she had to be propped up on two 
cigar boxes and a Webster’s Un- 
abridged to reach the keyboard. In 
high school she won “two or three 
contests” and “a couple of gold 
medals” (she’s rather shy about 
this contest and medal business). At 
Washington University she played 
for the campus shows and the glee 
clubs, and then organized her own 
professional unit which earned 
Edith not medals but cash.

CHAPTER THREE. 

ECAUSE so many people have 

asked me to be their god, I 

have come to appreciate the sig- 
nificance of a real God. To some 
extent this is the experience of 
every psychologist, physician, or 
clergyman to whom people bring 
their deeper problems—that is, un- 
less he be a prig wholly lost in his 
own conceit. 

One of my most poignant e.peri- 
ences was that with a man who had 
just been released from prison aft- 
er serving a sentence of 20 years 
for the murder of his wife’s lover. 
His excuse for coming to me, as he 
expressed it, was: 

“I want to find out whether the 
many years I spent in jail have af- 
fected my mind or unfitted me for 
a job. So that you will know the 
facts, I will tell you that I was a 
stationary engineer, and always 
had a steady job. This man broke 
up my home, and I deliberately shot 
him, That one act was the only 
act outside the law of my life. My 
conduct in prison was such that I 
was paroled four years before my 
sentence was up. 

“While in prison, I did everything 
I could in my spare time to keep 
my mind occupied. I studied French 
and German especially, and I can 
read and speak both languages now, 
though my accent is not very good, 
(Here he demonstrated his knowl- 
edge.) I knew that to keep myself 
from becoming peculiar in that 
place I must study something reg- 
ularly. 


“Now I want to get a jol as sta- 
tionary engineer if I can, but I am 
worried. What if, in spite of my 
efforts to keep my mind balanced, 
the years in jail have made me pe- 
culiar without my knowing it? 
That’s why I came to you, to find 
out if I am all right.” 

As well as I could, with such 
tests as were available, I reassured 
him, but felt pitifully inadequate 
in the process. Here he was, try- 
ing to start life again in the midst 
of widespread unemployment, and 
with the added handicap of his 
crime and prison record. He need- 
ed far more than the professional 
reassurance of his mental capacity. 
He needed a set of beliefs and con- 
victions far superior to the prac- 
tices and prejudices of society. He 
needed a tower of strength infin- 
itely more stable than the logic of 
his own mind, however well bal- 
anced,

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ter balanced, emotionally, more 
extrovert in his habits, more ag- 
gressive socially, than many of my 
clients, or than many people one 
meets every day. Some individu-

als have so imprisoned themselves 


‘and their energies as to be virtually 


doomed to a life of solitary confine- 
ment. They walk the streets, they 
do their work, they speak when 
spoken to. They are often cultured 
and converse brilliantly on the sub- 
ject which interests them. Never- 
theless, they tread in endless cir- 
cles the narrow cell of a self-cen- 


tered mind. With a _ devastating 
| logic, they have destroyed every be- 
lief or conviction which might 


serve them as a means of escape. 

An extreme but not unusual ex- 
ample is the case of a man who be- 
lieved in nothing at all. This man, 
highly introverted by lifelong habits 
of withdrawal from experience, was 
finding it increasingly difficult to 
carry on his job or to follow any of 
the simple pursuits of a normal 
life. 


| “Naturally,” he said, “I have giv- 


i'en this a great deal of thought, and 


I have read widely in scientific 
‘books on psychology to gain an in- 


sight into my situation and an un- 


derstanding of what I.~should do. 
However, every process of reason- 
ing leads me to just one conclu- 
sion: Why do anything? Why 
should I even make an effort to 
teach my classes? I have no evi-

dence that the subject I am teach- 
ing is doing them more good than 
harm. For all I can be sure of, I 
am wasting their time and they are

else could give them as well, prob- 
ably better than I can. 

“Why should I associate more 
with other people? For every set 
of reasons favoring some course of 
action I find just as many reasons 
against it, and just as good reasons, 
Then why do anything? Why make 
the effort? Even my family would 
probably get along better without 
me than with me. 

“Now you will probably recom- 
mend that I do certain things for 
my own good. In advance, I know 
that I shall question your reasons, 
and probably conclude that there is 
just as logical a case against doing 
what you recommend as is the case 
you will make out.” 

Here was an instance of the com- 
plete triumph of reason, almost 
pure reason, over the emotions, be- 
liefs, prejudices and automatic or 
unreasoned habits of life. With- 
out employing any shams or trick- 
ery, I was compelled to answer 
this man as follows: “I agree with 
you perfectly and, lest you believe 
that my agreement is only a matter 
of tact, let me illustrate with a 
homely habit which is hardly ever 
questioned by adults. 

“Why should we eat with a knife 
and a fork? Using knives and forks 
is an absolutely unreasonable habit. 
it means extra work in setting the 
table, extra work in cleaning, in 
washing and polishing the silver. 
It provides one more source of in- 
fection by germs from other people. 
Knives and forks cost money in 
the first place. They cost parents 
about six years of irritating effort 
in training their children to use 
them properly, effort which might 
well have been put into higher 
things or saved entirely. How much 
simpler and more natural it would 
be to eat with one’s hands and fin- 
gers, the tools nature has provid- 
ed! 

“You can make a similar case 
against any other phase of life; so 
can any intelligent person. I certainly 
shall not argue with you, or try to 
All I can 


do is to ask you one question: “ane problems, no increased hap- 


you satisfied with your present ex- 
istence? This is not a question of 
logic but one of feeling. Do you 
want to remain as you now are? 
If your answer is, Yes, then there 
is no way in which I can help you. 
If your answer is, No, then I may 
be able to help you and you may 
be able to help yourself. Then, for 
example, I can say that eating with 
a knife and fork is right, not be- 
cause it is the only logical way to 
eat, but because you will feel bet- 
ter among other people if you are 
using a knife and fork as skillfully 
as they are. Then I can suggest 
other things for you to do, which 
you will do not because they are 
logically defensible, but because, as 
you do them and become more skill- 
ful, your satisfaction will increase.” 

The state of mind just described 
is one common to introverts who 
have learned to substitute thinking 
for action, reason for faith, analy- 
sis for conviction. It is particularly 
characteristic of very good minds, 
minds which are well read and edu- 
cated. 

A sufficient number of unreason- 
able tasks often restores reason to 
its proper balance in the sum-total 
of personality, and often turns a 
person’s energies outward and away 
from himself.

More 
science only adds more confusion. 
Unless the sciences are integrated 
and subordinated to the homely 
facts of everyday living, they will 
destroy rather than liberate the 
minds which created them. This 
integration must come from with- 
out the sciences themselves, it is 
not inherent in them and it is not 
a subject for scientific proof. It 
must come from faith, a belief in 
certain values of life which is 
fundamental and which no logic 
can displace. 

This sounds complicated in the- 
ory but is simple in actual exper!- 
ence. The young man who could 
find no reason for doing anything, 
in the last analysis, found that 
he did not want to remain as he 
was, and this desire proved strong- 
er than all his logic. Children are 
compelled to do many things which 
seem to them unreasonable for no 
other reason than their parent's 
command. 

Psychologically, and in fact from 
every conceivable point of view, the 
individual seems made to believe, 
and to act on faith. Agnosticism is 
an intellectual disease, and faith in 
fallacies is better than no faith at 
all. How well I remember my high- 
ly intellectual scorn for people who 
believed in numerology and astrol- 
ogy, in palmistry and phrenology, 
in spiritualism and mental telepa- 
thy, in Coueism and New Thought- 
ism, and the many other fads and 
theories which the facts of science 
either definitely disprove or cast 
serious doubt upon. I now see that 
such foolish beliefs are better than 
no beliefs at all. 

The belief in palmistry leads, at 
least, to the holding of hands; 
phrenology to the study of other 
people’s heads; numerology and 
astrology to an interest in people's 
birthdays; spiritualism to the join- 
ing of knees under a common table. 
All such beliefs take the individual

ELIGION has been called the ref- 
R uge of weak minds. Psychologi- 

cally, the weakness lies rather in 
the failure of minds to recognize the 
weakness of all minds. With all 
the developments of modern science, 
with all the general and higher 
education peculiar to the United 
States, and with all the mechanical 
aids to understanding and intelli- 


% gence supplied by our means of 


the intellectual scorn of religion 
has rendered man prey to the in- 
numerable quacks, pseudo-scientfic 
fads, and political panaceas which 
bedevil him today. How far more 
rational, if rational grounds were 
needed, is the belief in prayer, in 
immortality, in the Lord’s Supper, in 
the Divinity of Christ, and other 
moot questions about religion, than 
the fantastic beliefs men grasp at 
today! The belief in God, in the 
Ten Commandments, and the teach- 
ings of Jesus is certainly less open 
to controversy than most 
scientific cults with 
drug themselves.

before. There have in the past 
been conflicts over slavery, states’

Many of these schemes have been 
proposed by the shining lights of 
our intellectual age. Their expo- 
nents have in common one peryad- 
ing characteristic, namely, an un- 
bounded intellectual arrogance, in 
which a supercilious contempt for 
the simple and basic values of 
human nature is coupled with a 
fatuous faith in the omnipotence 
of their ambitious plans. The fact 
that the plans of one contradict the 
plans of another is inevitable when 
minds have cast loose their anchors 
to beliefs and traditions more basic 
than their reason. 

The more we know the less we 
know: the less we know of the 
basic values of life and of charac- 
ter, which are religious, often un- 
reasonable, and in the last analysis, 
beyond reason. The mind, coupled 
to religion, is a stronger mind for 
it, a mind not so readily swayed by 
the passions that parade as reason 
under an enlarged vocabulary. But 
in deifying the mind we have 
abandoned God. We have become 
the fools of reason and the dupes 
of scientific truth. As Aldous Hux- 
ley has said it, “Ye shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make ye
